In compsrison with 1946, the produstion of cotton yarn in J9b7
inoreased 28 percent; cotton cloth, 33; thread, 36; corded fabrics
(avtokordaj, 50; linen, 26; woolens, 32; 811k, 38; and covton threaa, 30
psroent.

The bost results were achieved by the enterprise of the Glavloakhloppaum
(Main Administration of Leningred Cottorn Industry)(director, Kos'ko; ochief
. enginesr Kholostov). This administration almos* dsubled 1ue 1946 production

Enterprices of the Main Administration of the Silk Induatry (d1rector,
Yoveeyovy; chief engineer, Pavlov)wers aisc succesafvl. Productior was
3.8 million metsrs sbove annual plan.
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QOther organizations overfulfilling the plan were enterprises of
the Main Administretion of Maznine Parts Construction (director, Sushin:
chief engineer, Legov), the Primary Wool-Processing Trust{administrator,Gusev;
chief enginser, Finkelberg), the Main Administration of Technical Fabrics
(director, Xotov; chief engineer, Migdal), and the Main Administration of
Bynthetic Fibers (director, Morozov; -hief engineer, Alekhin).

The competition within branch of the textile indusiry brought even more
pronounced results. Dozens of textile enterprisee tulfilled plaun ahead of
schsdule. The following were the lsading cotton producers: the “Trekhgornaya
Manufaktura" Combine imeni Dzerzhinskiy, the Tashkent Combiig imeni Stalin,
the Toykovekiy Thread Combine imeni Kirov, and the Factory imeni Lakin. The
leaders in the woolen industry were: the Combine imeni Tel'man, the Factory
imeni Kalinin, and the Kuntsev and Balaeshikhin fastories. Silk industry
lesders were: the "Krasnaya Roze" Combine, the Kirzhachekly Combine, the
Combine imeni Sverdlov, the Factory imeni Gor'kiy, and the "Krasnyy Shelkov-
shchik" Factory. In the linen indusiry, the Factory imeni Molotov, the Rzhev
Haokling Factory, the '"Krasnyy Oktyabr'," the "frasnyye Tkachi" and other
enterprises distinguished themselves.

There wes a high perceniage of Stakhanovites among the workers of the
Orekhovo textile industry.

In the Shohelkovo Cotton Combine Stakhanovites made elgnificent begin-
nings. Plaps have beon worked out for the most effective utilization of
squipment, for apeeding up machines, and for minimizing their 1dle time.

Some branches of the textile industry did not fwlfill the Stete plan,

‘inecluding branches of ths cotton and linen irdustries.

The over-all number of workers in the textile industry at the end of
1947 rose almost 18 percent over the beginnirg of the yeer. Consequently,
about 500,000 more spindles and 10,000 more looms were put in operation.
At the same time, the production per worker increased by 11.5 perzent
ovor 1946,

Hownver, offectiveness of the Influx of new workers and their utiliza-
tion cannot be regarded as sa*isfactory. A large turnover cf personne3 In
a geries of case: disorganized production. For the first threc quarters of
1947 there was sn average decrease of 3 percent per month in the total
number of workers in soms enterprises.

In many enterprises there were cunsideradble deficiencies in utiliza-
tion of equipment. The productiviily of machines is atill low and periods
of 13leneas great. In 1947, little was done to raise the productive capac-
ity of machines, one of the basic problsms for textile men. In tha cotton
industry, an increase in the productivity of ecuipment oif almost 10 percent
1s essential. *

Ever: in the second and third querte»s when industry wes well
provided with fuel and electricity, the idleness of equimment in many enter-
prises reachiel 10-15 percent. The raw materilal stock bdelancss in 147 in
all hranches of the textile industry were considerably streined. Neverthe-
less, thers vere lossee of raw materials tarocugh incorrect and, at times,
careless storage. Also, fibers were poorly utilized in production. The
greetest overexpenditures were in snterprises of the Glavkord and
Glavnovkhlopprom. Overexpenditures were made in cotton as well &8s in yarn
fibers. In July and August 1547 alone, 171 tons of ysrns wers wasted in
the Glavmoskhlopprom, 142 tons in the First Glavivkhlopprom, and 12k tons
in the Second Glavivkhlopprom.
